Pay Fees 
Or Else! 
-NFCUS

At least five universities face 
loss of membership in the Nati- 
onal Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students. 

The five, the universities of To- 
ronto, Manitoba, British Columbia, 
Acadia and Dalhousic, mny not be 
able to pay the full fee of fity 
cents per capita this year. Last 
week's conference mnde expulsion 
mandatory for any member uni- 
versity not paying it full fee. 
Exception 
With the exception of the uni- 
versities of Toronto and Manitoba, • 
the universities concerned must 
give notice of their willingness to 
pay by December 15 if they arc 
to retain membership. Toronto 
and Manitoba cannot possibly pay 
this year, as their Boards of Go- 
vernors have rejected their re- 
quests for necessary Taises in the 
total student fee. They are being 
given until January 31 to obtain 
consent that would enable them to 
pay the full fee next year. Failing 
this consent, they too, will forfeit 
their, membership. 

After heated debate both in 
Commission nnd in plenary sessi- 
on, the motion passed by a voto 
of 14 to 0 with four abstentions. 
Delegates from UBC, one of thes 
affected were among these speak- 
ing strongly in favour of a single 
binding fee of fity cents. They 
expressed willigncss to give money 
to NFCUS, even if barred from 
membership for this year. 
50c Pee 

The fee of fifty cents, reaffir- 
med this year, was decided upon 
at last year's Conference. Those 
who could not pay the fifty cents, 
however, were permitted to con- 
tinue paying only twenty cents. 
Budget 

A budget of over $14,000 was 
also approved by the Conference. 
The estimations of revenues were 
based . on non-payment of fees by 
the five doubtful universities, but 
included provisions for increased 
expenditure should any of them 
decide to pay this year. 

Of the $14,000, the Conference 
will cost $4,475, the National Of- 
fice will cost $5,515 (plus $3,160 
in salary and travelling allowance 
for the full-time President), nnd 
$455 will go towards international 
relations. A total of $070 will also 
be spent on projects, the three 
The plans for expansion in ease 
of increased revenues are in the 
form of a priority list. Heads by 
a proposed bonus to the employees 
of the National Office, the list 
proposed that money then be spent 
on the following (in order of pri- 
ority) : 

1. Payment of full fees to Co- 
Sec, 3. Clerical work for the ex- 
ecutive, 3. Publications, 4. Execu- 
tive meetings, 5. Regional meet- 
ings, 0. Art competition, 7. Trial 
regional seminar for the Quebec 
region, 8. Expenses of overseas 
commissioners, and 9. Prizes for 
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Editorial 




Now that NFCUS;' season is over for another 
year, and even the enthusiasts',' find it difficult to 
maintain the pitch of enthusiasm that builds up 
at this time, student editors can really go to town. 
|v • They can blast NfCUS for lack of concrete 
Achievements, and for an impractical programme. 
They can urge its return to the "grass roots of 
student opinion;" they can plead with it to "net 
back to fundamental issues." They can, indeed, 
do almost anything except agree on which parts 
of the programme are impractical or unecessary, 
or even on the fundamental issues to which 
NFCUS must return. 

We do think that NFCUS has been more firm- 
ly rooted to the clouds than necessary in the past. 
Not only did they fail to gain benefits for stu- 
dents, but their methods of trying were totally 
unrealistic. In addition, their prestige was irre- 
parably damaged by internal weakness. 

It is, then, encouraging to note steps down to 
earth taken at this last NFCUS conference. 
Several key decisions token in Toronto give reason

to hope that this federations may at last amount 
to something : 

1. NFCUS has finally found the guts to insist 
that its members pay the fees set by the majority, 
instead of allowing them to pay whatever fee they 
choose, or putting off the decision for another 
year. 

2. It has at last been possible to get all mem- 
bers behind a demand for a specific benefit 
(government scholarships) and to plan an intel- 
ligent programme for its achievement. 

3. International affairs, which have split the 
federation for the last three years, have finally 
taken the back seat to national problems. 

•1. A minimum of time was wasted on pious 
resolutions or abstract policies. These were no 
more bills of student right and responsibilities. 

The Conference, we think, has done much to 
make success possible. We hope that the NFCUS 
Executive and the local committees make the 
most of it.

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THIRTY AND THREE 
HUGH MacLENNAN'S COLLECTED ESSAYS 



Thirty and Three is a second 
volume of Professor Hugh Mac- 
Lennnn's essays. The first, entitled 
Croat Country, won the Governor 
General's Award in 1949. This se- 
cond volume has been collected 
from among: the many essays he 
has done for periodicals in the 
past few years. They have been 
.assembled and edited by his wife, 
Dorothy Duncan. As he says, "The 
essays were all made by me, but 
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the book has been written by her." 

It is truly a remarkable book. 
First; it is remarkable for its wide 
scope. No matter what your inte- 
rest, you will find things in it that 
appeal to you. Subjects that range 
from sport to humour, from cities 
to saints, from politics to play- 
wrights, fill tho pages and are dis- 
cussed with tremendous knowledge 
and sympathetic understanding. 

Again, it is a remarkable book 
because of this understanding. An 
understanding of what makes this 
country of ours. A knowledge of 
the heart bent of a metropolitan 
community, and above all an un- 
derstanding of people. 

And it is most rcmnrknble for 
its images. Professor MncLcnnan 
has at his fingertips a vivid imngc 
for each situation he wishes to pic- 
ture. "The jib cracks tight ns the 
yacht bites into a port task." I 
still remember my surprise when I 
first learned how very much Pro- 
fessor MncLennnn knows about 
smiling ships. Now I am not so 
much surprised to find that h" 
knows that much about almost 
everything. 

It would be very nice to bo able 
to comment upon the individual 
cssnys in the book. Some of them 
are old friends like "The Shadow 
of Captain Bligh" nnd "City of 
■MBMHHBMkHfféMMMM 




Two Souls". Most of them were 
new to me, and one doesn't want 
to talk about new friends until one 
knows them a little better. Essnys 
should be savoured and digested, 
read and rc-rend and thought 
about. My bookseller, (and book- 
sellers are dincriminating men), 
tells me that he took his copy of 
Thirty and Three right home and 
rend it at a sitting. I must confess 
that I did the same. Now I'm di- 
gesting them nnd thinking about 
them and rending my favorites 
over again. I'm just beginning to 
know them. Rut it wns a fascinât- 
ing first reading and an exciting 
one. A close examination enn only 
add to the first rush of pleasure 
when these idens and images are 
discovered.

What's news at /nco? 





Every two minutes in this modern plant, 
a blast like an elephant's snort tells of a 
modern miracle that is taking place. Under 
pressure at 280° below zero, air is being 
liquefied and the oxygen separated from 
nitrogen and other elements. The blast is caused 
by the expulsion of the nitrogen.
